The designation of emergency drought counties is made by the Department 
of Agriculture Drought Committee based upon reports and recommendations from 
Directors of State Agricultural Extension Services, State Statisticians, and 
from representatives of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. It serves as @ 
guide for all Governmental agencies providing aid to farmers in regions most - @ 
seriously affected by drought. The application of reduced freight rates, the . 
granting of livestock, feed and transportation loans of the Resettlement 
Administration, and the work relief projects of the Works Progress Administra- 
tion, the Soil Conservation Service and the Biological Survey are based upon 
the county designations. 


The official drought territory coincides in general with the terrivery 
in which rainfall has been most deficient during the 1936 crop season. The need © 
of a large proportion of farmers ina county for emergency drought assistance 
is the determining factor in making the designations. 


Twenty-nine designations have been made by the Drought Committee. The 
first, on July 7, included 97 counties in the Dakotas, Montana, and Wyoming. 
It was immediately followed with the certification of 171 ceunties July 8, and 
by August 8, a month later, a total of 890 counties in 21 States had been named. 
The 1936 drought area does not include any portions of the far Western States 
of Arizona, California, Idaho, Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon and Utah, and includes — 
a comparatively few counties in Texas. This is in contrest to the official + % 
drought territory two years ago when large portions of all of the States west 5 
of the Mississippi River, with the exception of Washington, were included. The 
1934 drought list, however, did not include any of the Southeastern States. 


In 1934, the initial designation was made May 23 in the same region as 
the first designation this year. The affected area was enlarged from time to 
time as the drought continued to become more severe, and by the end of August, 
1934, a total of 1,132 emergency counties and 310 secondary counties had been 
mamed. This year, the drought area bears only one designation -- emergency.

The official drought territory coincides in general with the territory in 
which rainfall has been most deficient during the 1936 crop season. The need of 
a large proportion of farmers in a county for emergency drought assistance is the 
determining factor in making the designations, 

Thirty-three designations have been made by the Drought Committee. The first 
on July 7, included 97 counties in the Dakotas, Montana, and Wyoming. It was 
immediately followed with the certification of 171 counties July 8, and by August 


8, a month later, a total of 990 counties in 21 States had been named,
